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REMARKS 

This paper responds to the Office Action mailed on August 2, 2005. No claims are 
amended, claims 1, 2, 9, 10, 12, 13, 16, 19 and 20 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, 
and no claims are added; as a result, claims 3-8, 11, 14-15, 17-18, and 21-35 are now pending in 
this application. 

Applicant renumbers the last claim submitted with the prior response as there were 
duplicate claims designated by the number "34." The claim that used the duplicate number "34" 
is now designated claims "35". If any additional claim fees are due, kindly charge Deposit 
Account No. 19-0743. 

§102 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 1, 2, 9, 10, 12, 13, 16, 19 and 20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) for 
anticipation by Snell et al. (U.S. 4,791,936). Applicant herein cancels claims 1, 2, 9, 10, 12, 13, 
16, 19 and 20 without prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, the rejection of these claims is now 
moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Applicant acknowledges the allowance of claims 3-8, 11, 14, 15, 17, 18 and 21-34. Note 
that there were two claims numbered 34 in the prior response. Each of these claims was 
dependent on allowed claim 17. It is believed that both of these claims are allowable. 

Related Applications 

Applicant notes that commonly owned application 09/738,868, which was listed in a 
Communication Concerning Related Applications has now issued as U.S. Patent No. 6,941,167. 
Moreover, a continuation application (serial no. 1 1/1 15,618) claiming priority to the '868 
application was filed and is pending.
